Allen two or three 
minutes in 
which he said he was In hearty 
sympathy with the klan principle, 
but registered som e objection to 
the klan regalia."

taken off, he asserted, saying it 
was part 
of the 
organization’s 
lodge regalia and never would be 
abolished. 
"I came to Washington on im- 
P »rtant business," said Dr. Evans, 
"and had no intention of wasting 
any time with Mr. Allen. 
It makes 
little or no difference what Gov­ 
ernor Allen says; and what he does 
means even less." 
The new imperial wizard of the 
"invisible empire" held a confab 
with klan 
officials in his 
hotel 
here today but no hint of what 
was considered was disclosed.

was accompanied 
to Washington 
by a group of high officials of the 
order. 
"The spirit of 
k lan k ra ft," 
he 
said, “has enwrapped th e United 
States in a mantle 
of love 
for

bitious politicians 
cannot break; 
and in a few brief y ears th e influ­ 
ence of the klan will have so e n ­ 
gulfed the thought of the country 
that we can expect intelligent leg­ 
islation from the congress of the

and raise in its place the militant 
flag of red, w hite and blue, w hich 
moans that thing nearest the h e art 
of every real A m erican. 
“ It takes a few men like Mr. 
Alien to prove the justice of klan­ 
kraft. 
W e are profoundly' grate­ 
ful to Mr. Allen for the sacrifice 
he has made in relegating himself 
to political oblivion by the stand 
he has taken to oppose those men 
of America 
w ho have 
pledged 
their voles, their money, their sac­ 
red honor and their lives, if neces­
